The bill would add about 10,000,000 
workers to the 35,000,000 now under 
the law.

ate finance committee called a. 
closed session (8:30 a. m. CST) in 
an effort to agree on a commit 
tee stand on these. The idea was to 
hasten action to get the final bill 
approved before the senate quits 
tonight. 
The bill would increase monthly 


bnefits to current beneficiaries an 
average of 85 to 90 per cent and 
would approximately double the 
amounts payable to persons retir- 
ing in the future.

thought such a charge 
justified 


The constitution says that it must 
be done that way. 


(The district attorney 
c o u l d 


gather his evidence and lay it be- 
fore the regular grand jury, which 
is .loaded down with passing on rou- 
tine crimes, 
and wouldn't have 


.timp.for a full investigation of sub- 
version. 


(Or, 
he could ask for a special 


grand jury not only to pass on the 
evidence but make, or help him 
make, a full-blown investigation.) 


But — since the district attor- 


ney presents the evidence to the 
special grand jury, isn't it a sort 
of yes-msn for 'him? No. It may 
follow his direction or guidance, but 
it doesn't have to. 


It can run its own investigation, 


| if it wishes. 
For 
example: 
Al- 


though the district attorney 
may 


call witnesses before the jury, the 
jury can take over the reins and 
call witnesses of its own. 


But if' the -U. S. district 
attor- 


ney, or the attorney general, wants 
a^ special investigation of subver- 
sive activities, why turn to the 23 
citizens on the special grand jury 
for help? 


(Every grand jury has 23 mem- 


bers, whether it's just the usual 
grand jury which passes on ordi- 
nary crimes or the special grand 
jury which investigates special fed- 
eral offenses.) 


Why doesn't he ask the 
FBI, 


which is the government's chief in- 
vestigative agency, to do the in- 
vestigating for him? Couldn't it do 
better than 23 citizens locked up in 
a room? 


Not always, because sometimes 


a grand jury can get more infor- 
mation out of more people than the 
'FBI, 


"If the FBI asked you questions, 


you could refuse to answer. No- 
body could put you in jail for con- 
tempt of the FBI. And even if you 
did answer but lied, you couldn't 
be jailed for lying to the FBI. 


It's different with a grand jury, 


special or otherwise. When you're 
called before u grand jury, you'e 
put under oath that what you say 
is the truth. 


If you lie, and are found out, 


the jury can charge you with per- 
jury. Then you have to go to trial. 
If convicted, you're jailed. 


But suppose you don't want to 


answer, just as you refused to an- 
swer 4he FBI. Do you have to an- 
swer the jury's questions? Yes and 
no. 


If you simply say "I refuse to 


answer," you can be cited for con- 
tempt and jailed. The only time 
you can refuse to answer is when 
your answer might land you 
in 


jail.. 
, 


The constitution says "no 
per- j 


son in any criminal cas<? shall b 
compelled to be a witness against 
himself. 


On those grounds alono — thai 


your 
answer 
might incriminate 


you— you can refuse to answer a 
grand jury's questions. 


Which means: Great as a grand 


jury's powers are, it can't force 
a man to testify 'against himself. 


Suppose you were accused of a 


crime being investigated by 
the 


special $rand jury. You stand on 
yovir constitutional rights not to in- 
criminate yourself and refuse 
to 


answer. Nothing can be done 
to 


you for so refusing. 


But suppose you were not 
in- 


volved in the crime at all but, per- 
haps, were a witness to it. You 
couldn't be jailed for 
what hap- 


pened, Still, you didn't want 
to 


talk about it. 


Is there any way in which you 


could refuse to answer the grand 
jury's questions? No. If you 
re- 


fused, you could be 
jailed 
for 


contempt.

Hurley Invited 
to Elaborate 
on Charge

mittee. 


Chairman Tydings (D-Md) told 


reporters the committee would call 
Hurley to testify as soon as pos- 
sible. Senator Hickenlooper 
(R- 


lowa), a committee member, also 
urged Hurley's appearance. 


Hurley charged that the state de- 


partment has for.five years "kept 
.he people from knowing the truth 
about the theft of top secret docu- 
ments by officials of the state de- 
partment who sold or gave them 
to pro-Communists." 


He also acused state department 


mont officials, both in China and 
in Washington, of sa b o t a g i n g 
American policy in China while he 
was ambassador there in 1944 and 
1945. 


Hurley named John S. Service, 


state department foreign 
service 


officer, as one of the persons who 
he said supplied Chinese Commu- 
nist leader Mao 
Tse-Tung 
with 


secret information in 1944. 


Service was one of the six per- 


sons arrested in 1945 after federal 
raiders had seized 
hundreds of 


government documents in the New 
York offices of Amerasia 
maga- 


zine. He was not indicted. 


Last March he was charged by 


Senator 
McCarthy (R-Wis) with 


having "Communist 
affiliations.' 


A few days later ht> was called 
back to the United States from a 
new assignment in India, to face 
a fcsh state department loyalty 
quiz. 


Service, who 
denied 
the 
Mc- 


Carthy charge, is scheduled to ap- 
pear before the committee Thurs- 
day to testify about the Amerasia 
case.
